Mr. Tripler liad broaglit from his 
I laboratory In an ordinary Tosnl not 
iiiilikt-ii milk <-an 111 tsalldiiK of lit)iiiil 
.".ii il a tf iiipi'i'.'il lire of three liuiiUred 
aiMl tw i-iii y iK _'ri en lielow zero. This 
was brought into tiie banquet rouin al 
the ArliDRtou Uotel, where tlie audi- 
ence was assembled, and many of the 
experiments which iiave lately startled 
tlie sciemitii- world wore repeated. 

Mr. Tripler «(i.s introduced by Alex- 
ander Ciraliuiii iSell, iiiveutor oT tlie tele 
pbune. A lar^e iiu:uberof diHtiliKUlBli- 
ed scientists feathereti to witnesa bis ex- 
periments, and in the audience were 
the tiennaa and Rosaian Ambassadors, 
the Chinese Minister and a largfe nani- 
t)er of the uiust di.siiuKUisliod people in 
WaHhin^toii. 

Mr. Tripler iirist exhibited the licpiid 
air by passing around the audience tin 
dippers filled with it. These gSTC ofl' a 
Taper lilce steam ancl rapidly aeeumu 
lated frost %n tlic outside. After the 
aiiJience had luiisheil the iiiFpeetion, 
Mr. Tripler struck the dippei-s ajriiiiist 
the table and they iiroke to pieces like 
KlasK. lie then iniiuersed a common 
hollow rubber ball in the liquid and af- 
terwa(0 threw it on the floor, where it 
brake into pieei s. 

liL'KNd CAUUUiN. 

He partially immetsed in a eommon 

tumbler filled with liqqid air a stick of 
carbon, like those nsetl on the arc liKht, 
and the part of the earboii al>r>ve the 
surface burned riipidly «it!i awhile 
light as iuteiiiie iis that of iin arc laii)|>. 
He explained tliat a temperature of 
lAX) dcicrees above seio wss required to 
bam earboin yet this air at 31*2 degrees 
below seru burned it rnpidly. He itn- 
luerved in the siiiie i;l;i,ss t'le end of a 
uoile>l wateli Kjiriiii!. and it burned rap- 
idly and threw olf a shower of sparks 
natil the entire spriiiK was consumed. 

Mr. Tripler explained that alcohol 
freesea at a temperature of COS bclow 
sero, and be accordiiig:ly took a pint of 
whisky and. pouring liipiid tiir over it, 
soon hsd il in a state so tliat lie broke it 
up into small chunks and passed it 
around to his audience. 

Meicaty (rteaes at 40 degreea below 
sero. The iaventor froze a chuAk of it 
in the »hape of a liaiomer and drove a 
nail into the laliie mi which his experi- 
ments were eomhu ted. This haiuiiu r 
afterward circulated throu};li the auili- 
ence for half an hour without melting 
tfioagh H cradiMlly Bsenmaistsd a froet 
on the outside. 

Mr. Tripler dipped several Irish pota- 
toes into the can of air, and tlieii thre.v 
them uu tiie floor, and they broke into 
pieces like china eg;::B. The pie<.:eeweie 
picked np for souvvuirs, but were found 
to be to cold tliat tliey were nneoinfor- 
tablo to keep. 

They were extremely hard and could 
be caived with a i eiiknile like box- 
wood. They circulated preity lapidly 
throngh the audieiitMj, ea<-h person be- 
ing apparently anxious to paus them on 
to his neighbor. 

A piece of raw beef was immersed in 
the air and taken out pare and white 
and hard lus ivory. Thrown on the floor 
it broke into j.ieces. Several persons 
havinK picketl these up as souvenirs, Mr. 
Tripler warned tlieiii that in a few min- 
utes after tite cold bad passed away 
the beautiful while snbstanee would 
return to lieef afiTHin and woald become 
an uncoiufortable keep.-aki'.

Mr. Tripler said that be bad neelTed 
letters from scientific men all over the 
United Stuteii ipiestioniiiK his state- 
ment in a recent niindier McC'liire's 
Mngazioe, to the ellect that he could 
produce liquid air with li>|aid air; thnt 
is, with a start of two gallons of the sub- 
stanee ke conid go' on produeiog any 
quantity of the air for any length of 
time. The inventor ssid that though 
this assertion had l>een i|uestioinH] l)y 
scientists from Harvard College aud 
from several other eminent institution)- 
of learning it was literally true, aud 
was demonstrated daily in bis labeihi- 
toiy. He said ttiat it was strange that 
these scientists were not surprised 
when, with a few {gallons of Hiiimonia, 
a lar};e" ice factory was kept in opera- 
tion. He said that be had actually 
made 10 gallons of liquid sir in liif 
liqnifier by the ase of aboai tbsee gal- 
lons in his tngiae, a snipl— igMimi 
would go on indeflnitely. 

The inventor's theory is that liciuid air 
at de;,'ree8 below zero, boint; wanned 
h. . ■ ; '.ract with Ihe aliiiosiilitire, 
throw s ulT a vapor or steam which, if 
confined, eeald be made to opemte any 
engine now operated by Steam. He 
held up a glass of the liqnid when he 
dismissed Ids audience to ni);lit and 
remarked that if the small ({iiantity of 
liipiid at degrees that he held in his 
hand were warmed lUO d^ree— that is 
to 218 below aero— it woold throw off a 
force that, if conflaed, would operate a 
l.OOO-horse power engine. The inven 
tor said that he proposed not only to 
ufili'.e liijuiil air in phue of the water 
now i;sc>l in h ! : lait that he pro- 
posed to heat Uie air with the natnral 
atmoepbere, tbas operating engines 
without water or fueL
